iON RIGHTEOUSNESS. 


SERMON BY ‘BISHOP 
LANDER, 


"Preaching at St. John's Cathe- 
dral on Sunday morning, Dr. Lan- 
der, the Bishop of Vistoria (Hong- 
kong) said:—At the beginning of 
Lent I set out to give three ad- 
dresses on a Godly, Righteous and’ 
a Sober ‘life My duties in the 
country havedelaycd me preaching 
the second sermon cf the series till 
to-day. Righteousness is mainly to- 
wards our fellow men. I learned 
that all did not agrea with-what I 
said about Godliness, I fear some 
may not like what I have to say 
about Rightequsness. It is the 
duty of tae preacher to,say what 
he believes to be the.truth which 
most needs proclaiming, not what 
vill best please his hearers. 
Righteousness under the name of 
justice was regarded as one of the 
four cardinal virtues, Fortitude, 
Prudence and Temperence being 
the others. Holy Scripture has 
say about it, and a 
theological discourse on the mean- 
ing and useof the wordin the 
classics and sacred writings would 
be very interesting but my concern 
to-day is more practical. It is of 
a righteous life in Hongkong to- 
day that I would speak. Rightevus- 
ness should be the first thought 
cf all. ~The object of religion 
is tne Iormation or character and 
veng mght with cur zellow men 
43 an essential feature of any 
vharacter. ‘he innermogt essence 


he religion is mot Church go-, 


r any ceremonial, It is not 
holding orthodox opinion, It is 
not using any particular phrasez, 
or belonging to any sect or party, 
The European community in Hong- 
kong is noted for its generous re- 
sponse to every appeal for charity. 
Few colonies if any of its size 
give more liberally to war chari- 
ties and no deserving appeal here 
is turned down. Yes Hongkong is 
generous and good natured, but are 
the people Godly and Righte- 
ous? In the first place this is a 
question for every individual con- 
science. There is no better Lenten 

a 
observance than to closely -ex- 
amine onéself. It is possible for 
one’s conscience to slumber on the 
matter of rightecusness till 
iomething comes to arouse it. 
Last week I read ‘a novel of 
Anthony Trolpé called “The War- 
der’? which Tfound most healthy 
and stimulating to the conscicnee. 
You may remember the plot. A 
worthy clergyman for years occupies 
4 well paid position in the Church 
which he fills admirably. Then a 
meddlesome reformer raises doubt 
about ‘the righteousness of the 
Chrareh and the Lord Chancellor as- 
sures him that by the law of Eng- 
land he cannot be disturbed, he in- 
sists upon knowing the absolute 
nghteousness of the case. He 
resigns, facing penuty rather 
than continue for a day the bene- 
ficiency of a doubtful practice. There 
should be self-examination on the 
part of each of us with regard te al 
our money transactions and willing- 
ness to cut off anything which we 
find unrightcous though as dear as 
our . righ hand. Are we righteous

Conscience 
with them is not what itis with so 
much religion, a cul de sae, inte 
which the Lord chases a man and 
shuts him up to himself, but it is a 
thoroughfare by which the Lord 
drives the man out upon the world.” 
The recent report of the’ Arch- 
bishop’s Committee on industrial 
problems laid it down that it 
as the duty of the Church to insist 
that Christian ethics are a3. binding 
upon economié conduct and indus- 
trial organisation as upon personal 
conduct and domestic life. It warns 
us @gainst the pursuit of wrath.as 
an end in itself. To do this crates 
ao atmosphere in which right so- 
cia] relations are hardly attainable 
and in which it is difficult not only 
for the rich, but for all classes to 
enter the Kingdom of God. Chris- 
tian men must not say ‘Religion is 
teligion,”*? and “business is- busi- 
ness.” as if their Hfe was divided 
int) water-tight compartments. 
They must take their religion into 
their business. In too many cases 
as their business increases they. 
themselves decrease. We have 
heard a good deal about profiteer- 
ing ‘uring the war, and ] sometimes 
wonder ‘whether there is not 
some profiteering in Hongkong 
when one is asked toe pay 
a 5- doller ,or very nearly 
a dollar, for a shilling’ article. 
Christian people who, engage in 
commerce should do it primarily 
to benefit mankind so that the 
profitthey areentitledto isfair pay 
for the service they are rendering 
their fellows. They should ever 
remember the text in big letters 
over the London Exchange—over 
the Exchange not over St. Paul’s 
Cathedral—“The Earth is the 
Lord’s and the fulness thereot.” 
He audits your beoks. He weighs 
all your transactions; then let 
them be perfectly righteous to- 
wards all men, It is the merchant 
seamen and the Chinese labourers 
who make our great commerce pos- 
sible. Do they get a fair snare in 
all the profits ? There will have 
to be a righteous adjustment: be- 
tween Capital and Labour. . These 
questions are’ unpleasantly en- 
forced at home. | Commercial 
righteousness will do well to deal 
with them here without any pres- 
sure. I have sometimes marvelled 
that so few of those who -have 
made large fortunes. here and gone 
away have left any substantia] 
thanks offering for the niissionary 
or Church within this place. Yet, 
surely, they must recognise that 
the wealth obtained here. carries 
with it responsibility to, minister 
to those who earned: it for them 
here. Memorial tablets . ara 
sometimes erected to former re- 
sidents here, but if all they did was 
to make money I fail to see what 
there is to put on the tablet in'a 
Christian Church.

: “London, March 27.. 
In the Chamber, M. Millerand, replying to the foreign 
.debste; emphasised the continued unity of the Allied 
Powers. He ridiculed the talk’about the Alliance’s 


crisis, He said there had been some divergences of 
views during conversations. but, as in war time, an 


understanding had been reached after compromises. He | 


was convinced that compromises would continue to take 
place for the greatest good of. all the Allied Powers. He 
declared that the Allies had undertaken not to negotiate 
with Soviet Russia politically except by mutual agree- 
ment. He emphasised that the Allies could only recognise 
the Russian. Government when it recognised national 
sovereignty not only by words but also by deeds. He 
indicated that the Government, however, was prepared 
toagsistbusine ssmen wishingto inquire about immediate 
trade possibilities in Russia. The Allies desired to 
create “a practicable Turkey” which was quite com- 
‘patible with the freedom of the Straits, guaranteed by 
an international organisation and with safeguards for 


the economic and financial interests of France and Turkey - 


which are of the first importance. He sdded that 
France would be able to exert her just influence, 
Paris, March 27; 

M.-Millerand, referring to recent attacks on Allied 
officers in Germany, announced that Marshal Foch had 
submitted to the Allied Gevernments a plan of exacting 
moral and material reparation and fresh guarantees. 
While not rejecting the idea of economic co-operation M. 
Millerand pointed out that Germany had to give evidence 
of gocdfaith by carrying out the terms of the Treaty. 
France did not intend to -be cheated. The situation. is 
stave. The continued existence of the German militarist 
js evidenced by facts which are of the greatest peril and 
not to ourselves alone.’ When Paris is threatened and 
London is not safe the Allies will understand. When I 


say, with an unanimous public opinion behind me, that”

“WORDS OF WISDOM: 


. . . London, March 26. 
Mr. Lloyd George; speaking at the National Liberal 
Club, said he did not desire to misrepresent the Labour 
‘Party which represented clean, emphatic, and sincere 
convictions. He declared common ownership was an 
essential part of the Labour Party’s programme which 
it said it only inserted in order to conciliate a section of 
_ the party. That was a very dangerous doctrine in these 
tropical days when seed sown very quickly bore fruit. 
They could not put such doctrines in the forefront of the 
programme of a powerful party and say they, meant 
nothing. If the Labour Party won the general election 
moderate men like Clynes, Henderson, and Thomas 
would be-compelled to carry out the programme. Were 
we to risk the industrial life of the country upon the mere 
“chance that they would betray their supporters?

Referring to Mr. Asquith’s 
cescription af him as a demagogue, the Premier-said some 
of the greatest’men in history had been called 

"demagogues. Theepithet was always applied by the dull 
and pompous against anyone having greater power in 
appealing to the masses than they.

Patience, 
forbeirance, courage, and good humour were most 
essential to enable us successfully to solve the problems 
of Europe and theworld.

There was a big boom in the 
imports of motor cars last year, 
the value of the imported cars 
rising | from .£71,904 “in 1918 t+ 
£112,176 in 191s. British 
manufacturers were not interest- 
ed in this trade owing to war de- 
mands, Great Britain being credit- 
ed with only £807 of this big total, 
while America .exported motor 
cars to the value of £97,609. 
The motor trade was, therefore, 
confined to the American class. A 
great deal of the adverse criticism 
levelled at the British motor 
manufacturer is apparently dua 
to the fact that the - public 
donot appreciate the. difficulties 
of converting machinery from 
war use to peace times, The busi- 
ness has to be built up. Besides, 
demobilisation had been slow and. 
lamentable strikes had occured. 
The general tendency of. the 
motot car export trade at Home 
is” to ‘produce the highest 
quality in order to satisfy the 
very great demand in England 
for expensive vehicles. Eventual: 
ly the United Kingdom may be 
able to meet foreign competition 
after the motor car industry’ had 
had time to recover. The com 
ing of. the cheap motor car 
was foreshadowed at the end 
of last yearby the announce- 
nient. of the formation of. £6,- 
000,000 company, which intends 
to embark at once on a great 
campaign of mass production. 
British. cars with their high 
prices are very difficult to place 
on the Hongkong market, and it 
is doubtful if the manufacturers 
at Home will ever care to take 
up the China market seriously. 
With the completion of the motor 
road round the Island there is 
now a great field in the Colony 
for cheap and serviceable cars. 
Motor cycles are also becoming 
popular in Hongkong. The im- 
ports under tbis head last year 
reached £8,872, in comparison 
with the previous year's figure of 
£6,318. .

There has been a slight renewal 
of the export of wolfram and 
other ores to the United States, 
but for the present Europe seems 
to be doing very little with them. 
The total. exports for last year 
were valued at £229,973, against 
£1,385,395. In 1918, 199,909 piculs 
of wolframite left our shores, the 
value of which was £1,267,789, 
while last year only 28,265 piculs 
valued at £145,158 were exported. 
Manganese ore is thé nextlargest 
item of export in this department, 
the exports being about half that 
of the previous year, namely, 
£48,778 against £83,567. Ship- 
ments of antimony have almost 
ceased, the returns showing that 
only £947 worth was exported 
last year. The United States 
took about three-thirds of the 
total exports of minerals and ores 
from Hongkong.
